Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a brief  report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  Borough  during  the  year 

1917. 

On  the  instructions  oj  the  Local  Government  Board , the  report 
has  been  cut  down  to  the  lowest  possible  dimensions . It  is  hoped, 
however,  that,  after  the  war , it  will  be  possible  to  issue  a full 
report  dealing  with  the  year  under  review. 

The  Birth  Rate  (13.43)  shows  a further  considerable  decrease 
upon  the  rate  for  1916,  being  a reduction  of  2.04  per  1,000.  It  is 
by  far  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough. 

The  Death  Rate  (15.99)  shows  a decline  of  0.88  per  1,000  of 
the  population , as  compared  with  the  rate  for  1916. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  decreased  from  133  per  1,000 
births  in  .1916  to  93  per  1,000  in  1917.  The  average  rate  for  the 
'previous  10  years  was  131  per  1,000.

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  1917  shows  a 
decrease  of  40  compared  with  the  corresponding  rate  for  1916. 
This  is  a reduction  of  38  on  the  mean  rate  for  the  preceding  ten 
years. 

Deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  show  a decrease  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  viz.,  9,  compared  with  23  deaths  in  1916. 

Deaths  from  Respiratory  diseases  show  a decrease  of  14 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  two  being  due  to  Bronchitis, 
eight  to  Broncho-Pneumonia,  one  to  Pneumonia  (other  forms), 
and  one  to  other  respiratory  diseases.

Inquests. — During  the  year  the  Coroner  (Mr.  S.  F.  Butcher) 
enquired  into  the  cause  of  death  in  five  instances.  The  causes  of 
death  were  returned  as  follows: — “ Natural  Causes  ” 5. 

Uncertified  Deaths. — In  four  instances  the  Coroner  deemed 
the  holding  of  an  inquest  unnecessary,  the  cause  of  death  in  each 
case  being  returned  as  due  to  “ Natural  Causes.” 
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Illegitimacy. — 6.18  per  cent,  of  the  total  births  were  illegiti- 
mate, and  of  the  total  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
11.11  per  cent.- were  of  illegitmate  children,  as  compared  with 
10.00  per  cent,  in  1916.  The  infant  mortality  among  legitimate 
children  was  S9  per  1,000  births,  whereas  among  illegitimate 
children  it  was  167  per  1,000  births. 

Insurance. — 22,  or  30.55  per  cent.,  of  the  infants  who  died 
were  insured,  as  compared  with  38.33  per  cent,  in  the  year  1916. 


Influence  of  Feeding  on  Infant  Mortality. — During  the  year 
the  following* information  was  obtained  as  to  the  method  of  feeding 
of  735,  or  99.19  per  cent.,  of  the  741  infants  registered.  Of  these  :

MOTHERS’  WELCOME. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  the  Bury  Co-operative  Women’s 
Guild  opened  a “ Mothers’  Welcome"”  at  No.  12,  John  Street,  in 
November,  1916.  The  building  contains  consulting  room,  play 
room  for  children,  tea  room  for  mothers,  weighing-  room,  lava- 
tories, &c. 


Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children  attending  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  open  on  Thursday  as  well  as  Monday 
afternoon. 


. During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  a total  of  116  attend- 
ances. The  number  of  children  oh  the  books  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  was  78,  and  this  had  increased  to  526  at  the  end  of  the 
twelve  months.  -Full  records  are  kept  of  each  child,  and  when 
considered  necessary  the  child  is  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  the  institution.  The  Corporation  Health  Visitors  are  in  attend- 
ance at  the  Welcome,  and  carry  out  the  home  visiting  of  the  babies. 
No  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  institution,  but  where  the  child 
requires  medical  attention  the  mother  is  directed  to  consult  her  own 
medical  man.

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NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1,334  notifications  were  received  from  school  authorities  of  cases 
of  suspected  Infectious  Diseases.  Of  these  1,334  cases,  984  were 
cases  of  suspected  Measles  (851  verified),  148  Chicken-pox  (111 
verified),  12  Mumps  (10  verified),  and  121  Whooping  Cough  (98 
verified).

PHTHISIS. 

Phthisis  caused  75  deaths.  The  rate  of  mortality  was  1.44 
per  1,000,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  0.91  per  1,000  in  the  previous 
year.  Four  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  Union  Workhouse  and 
ten  in  the  Ainsworth  Sanatorium. 


Other  Tuberculous  Diseases. — Nine  deaths  resulted  from 
tuberculous  diseases  other  than  Phthisis,  as  compared  with  20 
deaths  in  the  previous  year.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting-  my  Report  upon  the  analytical 
work  done  by  me  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1917. 


I have  received  from  Inspector  Cass  during  that  period  142

These  samples  were  carefully  examined,  and,  with  the  follow  - 
ing reservations,  were  found  to  be  genuine  or  otherwise  generally 
satisfactory  : — 


Milks. — Of  these  samples  one  was  found  to  be  short  of  fat 
equal  to  an  abstraction  of  33.3  per  cent.  A prosecution  was 
ordered  and  the  vendor  was  convicted  and  lined  Aio.  Another  , 
sample  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids  equal  to  an 
addition  of  4.7  per  cent,  of  water,  ’{'his  is  a recent  case  and  is 
under  consideration.  All  the  samples  were  found  to  be  clean  and 
free  from  preservatives. 


Preserved  Cream. — Both  samples  contained  boric  acid,  but  one 
sample  was  not  labelled  in  accordance  with  regulations. 

Butter. — Out  of  the  27  samples  of  butter  examined  12  con- 
tained boric  acid  varying  from  o.  10  per  cent,  to  0.53  per  cent.  This 
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being-  an  unusually  large  number  must  be  attributed  to  the  large 
proportion  of  New  Zealand  and  Australian  butters  imported,  the 
boric  acid  being  used  as  a preservative  to  enable  the  butter  to 
arrive  in  this  country  “ sweet  ” after  its  long  voyage. 

Hours. — Most  of  these  samples  have  been  examined  in  view 
of  the  “ Manufacture  of  Flour  and  Bread  Order  (No.  2),  1917,” 
which  provides  for  the  addition  to  what  is  known  as  81  per  cent, 
milled  wheat  flour,  o!  from  5 per  cent,  to  20  per  cent,  of  other 
cereals.  I he  samples  examined  conformed  to  the  requirements  ; 
the  cereals  used  being  rice,  maize,  and  barley. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  I subjected  13  specially 
collected  samples  of  flour  to  full  analysis  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining their  respective  nutritive  value.  The  results  were  interest- 
ing— varying  from  1,383  calories  to  1,610  calories  per  pound. 

It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  the  Authorities  contemplate 
very  shortly  raising  the  milling  of  wheat  from  81  per  cent,  to  90 
per  cent.  If  this  is  so  we  may  expect  to  have  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  flour,  but  a corresponding  decrease  in  the  quality  in 
comparison  to  the  pre-war  flour  and  incidentally  darker  coloured, 
but  not  necessarily  less  nutritious  bread. 

Baking  Powders. — These  samples  were  examined  for  arsenic 
and  lead,  but  no  traces  were  found.

Margarine. — Of  the  four  samples  of  margarine  submitted  by 
Mr.  Cass,  one  of  them  was  handed  to  him  by  a small  shopkeeper, 
who  complained  that  she  had  bought  it  as  butter,  at  butter  price, 
fiom  a man  who  was  hawking  what  he  called  “ new  churned 
butter.  The  analysis  of  the  sample  proved  it  to  fie  margarine. 
Meanwhile  two  other  complaints  were  made  to  the  police,  who 
submitted  samples  sold  as  butter.  These  turned  out  to  be  mar- 
garine also.  The  man  was  arrested,  charged  with  fraud,  and 
ultimately  pleaded  guilty  at  the  recent  Salford  Hundred  Court  of 
Sessions.  He  proved  to  be  an  old  offender  with  a remarkable 
record  of  crime,  and  was  sentenced  to  a term  of  three  years’  penal 
servitude.
